INTRODUCTION

Authority 


El  censo  de  Negocioa  de  Puerto  Rico  de  1958,  y  el 
Censo  de  Manufactures  de  1958,  se  llevaron  a  cabo  con- 
juntamente  por  el  Negociado  del  Censo  de  los  Estados 
Unidos  y  la  Junta  de  Plant ficacio'n  del  Gobierno  del  es- 
tado  Libre  Asociado  de  Puerto  Rico.  El  Censo  de  1958  se 
realizo'  de  conformidad  con  una  Ley  del  Congreso  de  los 
Estados  Unidos,  aprobada  en  31  de  agosto  de  1954,  Titulo 
13  del  codigo  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  seccidn  131,  y  por 
una  proclama  del  Gobernador  del  Estado  Libre  Asociado  de 
Puerto  Rico  bajo  la  autoridad  conferida  a  el  por  ley  de 
la  Legislatura,  Ley  Num.  11,  aprobada  en  27  de  marzo  de 
1950. 


The  1958  Puerto  Rico  census  of  Business,  along  with 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures,  was  conducted  Jointly 
by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board,  Government  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  United  states  Bureau 
of  the  Census.  The  1958  Census  was  authorized  by  an  Act 
of  the  United  States  Congress  approved  August  31,  1954, 
Title  13,  U.  S.  Code,  section  131,  and  by  proclamation 
of  the  Governor  of  the  commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  under 
the  authority  granted  to  him  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
Law  11,    approved  March  27,    1950. 


Area  y  Periodo  cubiertos 


Area  and  Period  covered 


El  Censo  incluyo  los  establecimientos  comerciales 
ubicados  en  los  77  municipios  en  que  Puerto  Rico  esta' 
dividido. 


This  census  included  the  business  establishments 
located  in  the  77  municipalities  into  which  Puerto  Rico 
is  divided. 


Se  solicitd  de  los  establicimientos  comerciales  que 
proporcionaran  informacion  basada  en  sus  actividades 
comerciales  durante  el  ano  natural  de  1958.  Sin  embargo, 
en  aquellos  casos  en  que  las  firmas  llevaban  su  conta- 
bilidad  a  base  de  anos  fiscales,  se  aceptaron  los  infor- 
mes  del  alio  fiscal  mas  cercano  al  afio  natural  de  1958. 
El  niimero  de  informes  asi  rendidos  fue  pequeno,  y  se 
considera  que  no  ha  afectado  las  estadfsticas. 


Business  establishments  were  requested  to  file  re- 
ports based  upon  their  activities  during  the  calendar 
year  1958.  However,  in  those  cases  where  records  were 
maintained  on  a  fiscal  year  basis,  reports  were  accepteo 
for  the  fiscal  year  which  most  nearly  corresponded  to 
the  calendar  year  1958  .  It  is  believed  that  the  statistics 
are  not  materially  affectea  by  the  relatively  few  reports 
filed  on  a  fiscal  year  basis.

Scope 


El  Censo  cubrio  los  establecimientos  dedicados  al 
comercio  y  prestacidn  de  servicios  como  se  describe  en 
los  siguientes  grupos  principales  de  acuerdo  con  el  Ma- 
nual de  Clasificacidn  Industrial  Uniforme  (edicidn  de 
1957)  publicado  por  la  Division  de  Estadisticas  Unifor- 
mes,    Negociado   del   Presupuesto,    Oficina  del  Presidente.

The  census  covers  establishments  engaged  in  trade 
and  services  as  described  in  the  following  kind-of- 
business  groups  defined  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Clas- 
sification (SIC)  Manual  (1957  edition)  issued  by  the 
Division  of  Statistical  Standards,  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
Executive  Office  of  the  President.

En  su  mayoria,  las  descripciones  de  las  lfneas  de 
negocios  para  los  cuales  se  presenta  informacion  en  esta 
publicacidn,  son  esencialmente  aquellas  que  corresponden 
a  los  grupos  de  tres  digitos  segiln  el  Manual  de  clasi- 
ficacidn  Industrial  Uniforme,  excepto  para  el  grupo  de 
Comercio  al  Por  Mayor  donde  la  informacion  para  agentes 
y  corredores  de  mercancia  se  presenta  por  separado.  La 
definicidn  cabal  de  cada  clase  de  negocio  se  encuentra 
contenido  bajo  "Descripcio'n  ae  Clase  de  Negocios"  mas 
adelante   en  esta  publicacidn. 


Por  the  most  part,  the  kinds  of  business  for  which 
data  are  presented  in  this  publication  correspond  to  the 
three-digit  classifications  shown  in  the  SIC  Manual, 
except  that,  for  wholesale  Trade,  information  for  mer- 
chandise agents  and  brokers  are  presented  separately . 
The  complete  definition  of  each  kind  of  business  will  be 
found  under    TCind  of  Business  Descriptions'    below. 


1958  PUERTO  RICO  CENSUS  OP  BUSINESS 


Oomparabllldad  con  el  Censo  de  Negoclos  de  1954 

La  inclusion  de  las  agendas  hfpicas  y  de  loteria 
en  el  Censo  de  Negoclos  para  1958  es  la  unlca  diferencia 
respecto  al  alcance  de  este  censo  comparado  con  el  de 
1954.  Es  necesario  seffalar  que,  debldo  a  las  dificulta- 
des  al  tratar  de  clasificar  por  separado  los  negoclos 
como  colmados,  los  dedlcados  n  expendlo  de  comidas  y 
bebidas  y  los  caretines,  estos  nan  sido  englobados  bajo 
la  nueva  clasificacion  de  colmados,  Expendlo  de  comidas 
y  Bebidas  en  el  censo  de  Negoclos  de  1958. 

Por  primera  vez,  en  el  censo  de  Negoclos  para  1958, 
se  les  pidio'  a  los  dueiios  de  establecimientos  comerciales 
informar  por  separado  el  valor  de  las  mercancfas  reti- 
radas  para  consumo  personal  o  familiar.  Apesar  de  que, 
las  instrucciones  para  el  Censo  de  1954  requerfan  que  la 
cifra  de  venta  total  incluyera  el  valor  de  estos  desem- 
bolsos,  informando  por  separado  el  valor  de  esta  clase 
de  mercancla  resultarfa  que  esta  se  informara  con  mayor 
exactitud.  Para  el  comercio  detallista  el  valor  total  de 
estas  mercancfas  ascendieron  $ia,  908.000  o  sea,  1.0  por 
ciento  del  total  de  ingresos  del  comercio  al  detal  De 
este  total,  $11,925,000  fueron  informados  por  los  col- 
mados y  establecimientos  dedicados  al  expendio  de  co- 
midas y  bebidas,  representando  4.0  por  ciento  del  total 
de  este  grupo. 

Me'todos  de  Enumeracion 


Comparlbility  with  the  1954  Census  of  Business 

The  inclusion  of  lottery  and  racing  agencies  in 
1958  is  the  only  major  difference  in  coverage  in  the 
1958  Census  compared  to  coverage  in  the  1954  Census.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  because  of  the  great  difficul- 
ties encountered  in  trying  to  separately  classify  grocery 
stores,  eating  and  drinking  places  and  'cafetines,  "  this 
distinction  has  been  abandoned  in  the  1958  Census. 


In  the  1958  Census,  business  firms  were  asked,  for 
the  first  time,  to  separately  report  the  value  of  com- 
modities withdrawn  for  personal  or  family  use.  While 
instructions  in  the  1954  Census  also  requested  that  sales 
include  the  value  of  such  withdrawals,  providing  separate 
information  for  this  item  probably  resulted  in  its  being 
reported  more  accurately.  In  Retail  Trade  the  total 
value  of  such  commodities  was  reported  as  $13,908,000  or 
1.0%  of  the  total  Retail  Trade  receipts.  Of  this  total, 
$11,925,000  was  reported  by  Grocery  stores  and  eating 
and  drinking  places,  representing  4.0%  of  the  total  for 
this  group . 


Enumeration  Methods 


El  Censo  fue  llevado  a  cabo  por  medio  de  entrevistas 
personales.  Para  facilitar  el  trabajo  de  los  enumerado- 
res,  se  enviaron  formularios  por  correo  a  todos  los  pa- 
tronos  cubiertos  por  el  Censo  que  informaron  a  la  Adml- 
nistracion  de  Seguro  Social  Federal  durante  el  tercer 
trimestre  de  1957.  Se  pidirf  a  estos  hombres  de  negoclos 
que  no  enviaran  por  correo  los  formularios  una  vez  com- 
pletados,  sino  que  los  retuvieran  hasta  tanto  los  enu- 
meradores  visitaran  sus  establecimientos. 


The  Census  was  conducted  by  personal  interviews. 
To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  enumerators,  forms  were 
mailed  to  all  employers  within  the  Census  scope  which 
reported  to  the  U.  s.  Social  security  Administration 
during  the  third  quarter  of  1957.  These  businesses  were 
instructed  not  to  return  the  completed  questionnaires  by 
mail,  but  to  retain  them  until  the  enumerators  visited 
their  establishments  . 


La  Isla  fue  dividida  en  cinco  areas  cada  una  con 
un  supervisor  qulen  era  responsable  a  la  oficina  central 
en  San  Juan 

Cada  enumerador  cubrio  sistematicamente  un  distrito 
de  enumeracion  a  un  tiempo,  anotando  en  el  Libro  de  Lista 
los  nombres  y  direcciones  de  todos  los  establecimientos 
comerciales  en  esa  a'rea,  y  al  mismo  tiempo,  examinaba  y 
recogfa  los  cuestionarios  terminados.  Al  terminar  su 
distrito  de  enumeracion  el  enumerador  entregaba  su  por- 
tafolio  conteniendo  el  Libro  de  Lista  y  los  cuestio- 
narios terminados  a  la  oficina  de  area  donde  se  hacfa 
un  cotejo  para  asegurarse  que  el  area  habia  sido  cubierta 
a  cabalidad  y  se  habian  obtenido  todos  los  informes 
necesarios. 

Se  obtuvo  informacidn  de  todos  los  locales  de  ne- 
goclos reconociblea  se  excluyeron  los  pregoneros  y  ven- 
dedores     ambulantes    sin    local    de    negocio    establecido. 


The  Island  was  divided  into  five  areas  each  of  which 
had  a  supervisor  who  was  responsible  to  the  central  of- 
fice in  San  Juan. 

Each  enumerator  systematically  canvassed  one  enu- 
meration district  at  a  time,  entering  in  a  Listing  Book 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  businesses  in  the  area 
and,  at  the  same  time,  reviewing  and  collecting  the  ques- 
tionnaires. Upon  completion  of  his  enumeration  district, 
the  enumerator  submitted  his  portfolio  containing  the 
Listing  Book  and  all  of  the  completed  questionnaires  to 
the  area  office.  A  check  was  then  made  to  assure  that 
the  area  had  been  completely  canvassed  and  all  necessary 
reports  obtained. 


Reports  were  obtained  in  the  census  from  individual 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Peddlers  and  other  iti- 
nerant vendors  without  established  places  of  business 
were  not  canvassed. 


Se  uso  un  formulario  umforme  para  recolectar  los 
datos  de  todos  los  establecimientos  comerciales.  Se  re- 
quirio  de  todos  los  duenos  de  establecimientos  comercia- 
les, sin  considerar  su  tamanb,  que  llenasen  el  formulario 
del  censo.  En  el  apendice  B  se  presenta  una  copia  del 
formulario  y  de  las  instrucciones  correspondientes  uti- 
lizado  en  el  censo. 


One  standard  form  was  used  in  collecting  data  from 
business  establishments.  All  establishments  in  the  scope 
of  the  census,  regardless- of  size,  were  required  to  file 
a  report,  copies  of  the  census  report  form  and  instruc- 
tions are  printed  in  Appendix  b.

Editing  and  Tabulating 


Se  examinaban  los  formularios  oara  su  termlnacldc 
y  consistencia,  10s  enumeraoores  volvian  a  investigar  el 
caso  siempre  y  cuando  que  la  operacidn  de  revision  in- 
dicara  que  esa  accion  era  necesaria. 

Toda  recopllacidn,  revision  y  tabulacion  de  los 
datos  se  llevd  a  cabo  en  Puerto  Rico. 

Publicacidn 


The  forms  were  edited  for  completeness  and  consis- 
tency aod  enumerators  were  required  to  make  callbacks 
whenever  the  editing  operation  indicated  that  such  ac- 
tion was  necessary. 

All  editing,  tabulating,  and  compiling  of  data  were 
accomplished  in  Puerto  Rico. 

Publication 


Los  resultados  presentados  en  esta  publicacidn  estan 
divididos  en  tres  capftulos  en  la  forma  siguente:  Es- 
tadfsticas  para  Puerto  Rico,  Estadfsticas  para  el  Area 
Hetropolitana  de  San  Juan  y  Estadfsticas  para  los  Mu- 
nicipios.  El  Area  Hetropolitana  de  San  Juan  incluye  los 
municipios  de  San  Juan,  Bayamdn,  Guaynabo,  Catano  y  r{o 
Piedras. 


This  publication  is  divided  into  three  chapters  as 
follows:  Statistics  for  Puerto  Rico,  statistics  for  San 
Juan  standard  Metropolitan  Area,  and  statistics  for 
Municipalities.  The  San  Juan  Metropolitan  Area  includes 
the  municipalities  of  san  Juan,  Bayamo'n.  Guaynabo,  ca- 
tano and  Rio  Piedras.

Census  Disclosure  Rules 


De  acuerdo  con  la  ley  que  autorlza  este  censo  toda 
informaclon  que  dlvulgue  las  actlvidades  de  tin  estable- 
cimiento  en  particular  u  organizacidn  comercial  no  debe 
ser  publicada.  El  numero  de  estableclmientos  en  una  clase 
de  negocio  no  se  considera  una  divulgacidn  de  informacidn 
siempre  que  al  presentarse  omita  toda  lnformacidn  y  lo- 
calidad  para  esa  misma  clase  de  negocio. 


In  accordance  with  census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment 
or  business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number 
of  establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered 
a  disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown 
In  instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the 
same  kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Establecimientos: — El  numero  de  estableclmientos 
presentados  en  este  informe  no  es  el  total  de  las  dl- 
versas  "compafifas"  o  firmas  comerciales,  sino  la  loca- 
lizacidn  fisica  donde  la  actividad  comercial  se  lleva  a 
cabo.  cada  establecimiento  ha  sido  anotado  solo  una  vez 
dependiendo  de  su  actividad  principal  ya  sea,  comercial 
o  prestacion  ae  servicio.  uonue  oos  o  mas  actividades 
comerciales  se  llevaban  a  cabo  en  un  mismo  local  y  bajo 
un  mismo  dueno,  las  actividades  fueron  agrupadas  y  el 
establecimiento  clasiflcado  a  base  de  su  actividad  prin- 
cipal. 


Establishments.  —  The  number  of  establishments  shown 
in  this  report  are  not  counts  of  the  number  of  different 
"companies"  or  firms  but  of  physical  locations  at  which 
a  particular  business  activity  is  performed.  Each  estab- 
lishment is  counted  only  once  depending  upon  its  princi- 
pal trade  or  service  activity,  where  two  or  more  acti- 
vities were  carried  on  at  a  single  location  under  a 
single  ownership,  all  activities  were  generally  grouped 
together  and  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity. 


Ingresos  brutos  totales: — El  total  de  ingresos  bru- 
tes incluye  la  suma  total  recibida,  o  por  recibir  como 
resultado  de  ventas  hechas,  o  servicios  rendidos  a  los 
parroquianos  de  los  estableclmientos  durante  el  ano  1958. 
Estos  representan  el  total  de  ventas  e  ingresos  delos 
establecimientos  (mas  el  valor  de  las  mercancias  retira- 
das  por  el  dueno  para  uso  personal  o  familiar)  y  no 
meramente  las  ventas  de  una  mercancfa  en  particular 
asociada  con  la  descripcidn  de  la  clase  de  negocio.  Total 
de  ingresos  brutos  incluye  ademas  ingresos  por  alguna 
actividad  comercial  clasificada  en  una  categorfa  prin- 
cipal distinta  a  la  asignada  al  establecimiento;  por 
ejemplo,  mayoristas  que  veuden  al  detal  y  detail istas 
que  venden  al  por  mayor. 

Los  Ingresos  recibidos  por  las  agendas  hipicas 
estan  duplicados  e  incluidos  en  dos  clasificaciones: 
"Agendas  hipicas  y  de  loterfa"  y  "servicios  de  recrea- 
cidn  y  dversidn,  n.  c.  a. "  La  inclusidn  en  la  ultima 
clasif  icacidn  se  basa  en  el  hecho  de  que  los  ingresos  de 
las  agendas  hipicas  no  lmporta  donde  esten  localizadas, 
se  conslderan  parte  de  los  ingresos  de  las  carreras  de 
cabal  los  (una  de  las  actividades  inclufdas  en  "Servicios 
de  recreacidn  y  dversldn,   n.c. a."). 


Total    Receipts.  --  Total    receipts   include   the  total 

amounts  received  or  due  to  be  received  as  a  result  of 
sales  to,  or  services  rendered  to,  the  customers  of  the 
establishments  during  the  year  1958.  They  represent  the 
aggregate  sales  and  receipts  of  the  establishments  (plus 
the  value  of  commodities  withdrawn  by  the  proprietor  for 
personal  or  family  use)  and  not  merely  the  sales  of  the 
particular  commodities  associated  with  the  kind-of- 
business  description.  Total  receipts  also  Include  in- 
come for  business  activity  classified  in  a  major  cate- 
gory different  from  the  one  assigned  to  the  establish- 
ment; for  example,  wholesalers  may  have  receipts  fo: 
sales  made  at  retail,  and  similarly  retailers  for  any 
sales  made  at  wholesale. 

It  should  be  noted  that  receipts  of  horse  race 
betting  agencies  are  completely  duplicated,  being  in- 
cluded in  two  classification:  "Lottery  and  racing 
agencies"  and  "Recreation  services  and  amusements, 
n.  e.  c."  Inclusion  in  the  latter  classification  is  based 
on  the  fact  that  receipts  of  horse  race  betting  agencies 
no  matter  where  located  are  considered  to  be  part  of  the 
receipts  of  race  tracks  (one  of  the  activities  included 
in    "Recreation  services  and  amusements,    n.e.c.")..

Nomina  de  pago:  —La  nomina  constituye  el  total  pa- 
gado  por  concepto  de  sueldos,  jornales,  bonos,  comi- 
siones,  pagos  por  destituciones,  pagos  por  vacaclones  o 
llcenclas  por  enfermedad,  compensacidn  en  especie,  an- 
terior a  las  deducciones,  tales  coroo  contribuciones  al 
Seguro  social,  cuotas  de  uniones  y  seguros.  La  ndmina 
incluye  los  sueldos  de  los  oficiales  y  ejecutivos  de 
las  corporaciones  y  sociedades.  Excluye  los  desembolsos 
de  propietarios  y  socios. 


Payroll  .--Payroll  consists  of  the  total  amount  of 
money  paid  out  for  salaries,  wages,  bonuses,  commissions, 
dismissal  pay,  vacation  and  sick  leave  pay  and  compen- 
sation in  kind,  prior  to  such  deductions  as  Social 
security  contributions,  union  dues  and  insurance.  Payroll 
also  includes  amounts  paid  to  salaried  officers  and 
executives  of  corporations  and  partnerships.  It  excludes 
withdrawals  of  proprietors  of  partners. 


Empleados    con    paga: — Empleados    pagados    son    todas 

aquellas  personas  que  recibieron  paga  por  trabajo  rendido 
en  cualquler  momento  durante  la  semana  que  termino'  el  15 
de  noviembre  de  1958,  o  en  el  perfodo  de  pago  mas  cercano 
a  esta  fecba.  Tambien  incluye  a  todas  las  personas  que 
recibieron  paga  mientras  estaban  ausentes  por  enfermedad 
o  que  estaban  en  vacaclones  durante  este  perlodo  de  pago. 
Los  propietarios  y  socios  estan  exclufdos  del  numero  de 
empleados  con  paga. 


Paid  Bnployees.  — Paid  employees  include  all  persons 
who  received  pay  for  working  any  part  of  the  week  that 
ended  on  November  15,  1958,  or  the  pay  period  nearest 
that  date.  They  also  include  all  persons  on  paid  sick 
leave  or  vacation  leave  during  this  pay  period.  Proprie- 
tors and  partners  are  excluded  from  the  count  of  paid 
employees.

Motor  vehicles  and  automotive  equipment  (SIC  501)  — 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  dis- 
tribution of  new  and  used  automobiles  and  other  vehicles 
or   parts,     accessories   and    equipment    for   such  vehicles. 


Drogas,  productos  quimlcos  y  otros  relaclonados 
(SIC  502). — Establecimientos  que  se  dedican  principal- 
mente a  la  distribucion  al  por  mayor  de  drogas,  paten- 
tizados,  artfculos  de  tocador,  efectos  de  farmacia,  bar- 
nices,    qufmicos  industriales  y  otros  productos  qufmicos. 

Mercancfa  seca  (SIC  503). —Establecimientos  que  se 
dedican  principalmente  a  la  distribucio'n  al  por  mayor 
de  mercancia  seca,  productos  miscelaneos  tales  como: 
hilos,  cintas,  agujas,  alfileres,  botones,  peinillas, 
cordones  de  zapatos,  etc.  y  artfculos  de  merceria  y 
efectos  para  vestir  incluyendo  calzado,  medias  y  otros 
artfculos   y   accesorios   para   uso   personal    y    del   hogar.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  plumbing  instal- 
lations, which  may  sell  incidental  amounts  of  supplies 
and  equipment,   are  not  considered  a  part  of  retail  trade. 


Paint,  glass  and  wall  paper  stores  (SIC  523).— 
Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  paint, 
glass,  and  wallpaper,  or  any  combination  of  these  lines 
to  contractors,  builders  or  household  consumers.

— Retail  establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  selling  such  dairy  products 
as  milk,  cream,  butter,  cheese  and  related  products  to 
over-the-counter  customers.  Milk  distributors  also  engaged  in 
pasteurizing  are  covered  by  the  1958  census  of  Manufac- 
tures .

Family  clothing  stores  (SIC  565)  .  —Retail  estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  selling  clothing,  fur- 
nishings, and  accessories  for  men,  women,  and  children 
without  specializing  in  any  one  line  .

Seccion  1 .    -  El  Gobernador  de  Puerto  Rico  ordenara,   cuando  estime  que  asfhacerlo 
es  de  conveniencia  publica,   que  se  lleven  a  cabo  en  Puerto  Rico  censos  de  manufactura  y 
negocios;  DISPONIENDOSE,  que  en  el  ano  1950  se  realizaran  censos  de  esta  naturaleza  y 
estos  podran  incluir  las  operaciones  llevadas  a  cabo  durante  el  afio  1949. 

Seccion  2.    -  El  Gobernador  de  Puerto  Rico  podr£  formalizar  acuerdos  con  el  Nego- 
ciado  del  Censo  del  Departamento  de  Comercio  de  los  Estados  Unidos  para  que  sea  este 
Negociado  el  que  conduzca  la  labor  de  levantamiento  de  los  censos  de    manufactura  y 
negocios  en  Puerto  Rico.

culpable  de  un  delito  grave  (felony),  y  convicto  que  fuere  se  le  impondr£  una  multa  no  mayor 
de  diez  mil  (10,000)  dolares  o  prision  por  un  termino  que  no  exceda  de  cinco  (5)  anos,   o 
ambas  penas  a  discrecion  del  tribunal  o  si  a  sabiendas  jurare  y/o  afirmare  falsamente  en 
cuanto  a  la  veracidad  de  cualquier  declaracion  hecha  y/o  suscrita  por  el  bajo  juramento  o 
afirmacion  con  arreglo  a  las  disposiciones  de  esta  ley  sera  culpable  de  perjurio,  y  convicto 
que  fuere  se  le  impondra  una  multa  que  no  exceda  de  diez  mil  (10,000)  dolares,   o  presidio 
por  un  termino  que  no  exceda  de  cinco  (5)  anos  o  ambas  penas  a  discrecion  del  tribunal.

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LEGISLATION  AUTHORIZING  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS  FOR  PUERTO  RICO 

I.     Law  passed  by  legislature  of  Puerto  Rico: 

ACT  NO.   11 

To  authorize  the  taking  of  manufacturing  and  business  censuses,  and  to  fix  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  this  Act. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE   LEGISLATURE  OF  PUERTO  RICO: 

Section  1.    -  The  Governor  of  Puerto  Rico  shall,  whenever  he  deems  it  of  public 
advisability,   direct  that  manufacturing  and  business  censuses  be  taken  in    Puerto  Rico; 
PROVIDED,   That  in  the  year  1950  there  shall  be  taken  censuses  of  this  nature,    which 
may  include  the  operations  carried  out  during  the  year  1949. 

Section  2.    -  The  Governor  of  Puerto  Rico  may  execute  agreements  with  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,    so  that  the  said  Bureau 
may  have  charge  of  the  work  of  taking  manufacturing  and  business  censuses  in  Puerto  Rico. 

Section  3.    -  It  shall  be  compulsory  for  any  owner,   officer,   agent,  manager  or  assistant 
of  any    company,   business,   institutions,   establishment,   or  other  organization  of  whom  infor- 
mation is  sought  by  officers  or  representatives  of  the  officers  of  manufacturing  and  business 
censuses,  to  answer,   correctly  and  in  full,  to  his  best  knowledge  and  belief,  all  questions 
asked  him  through  questionnaires  prepared  therefor,    concerning  his  business  or  to  statistics 
or  records  in  his  custody.     Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  refusing  to 
furnish  any  information  requested  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,   upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  three  (3)  months, 
or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  by  knowingly  furnishing  false  information,    shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  twelve 
(12)months,   or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.    -  The  information  furnished  here-under  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  statistical 
purposes  for  which  it  was  furnished. 

Section  5.    -  Any  supervisor,   enumerator,   clerk,   or  other  person  employed  in  taking 
manufacturing  and  business  censuses  who,  without  prior  authorization  publishes  or  divulges 
any  information  obtained  by  him  in  his  capacity  of  employee  of  said  census,   shall  be  guilty  of 
a  felony  and  shall,   upon  conviction  thereof,   be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  tha.n  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  two  (2)years, 
or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  or  if  he  should  knowingly  fill  out  a  false 
questionnaire,   he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony  and  shall,   upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for 
a  term  of  not  more  than  five  (5)  years,   or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  or  if 
he  should  knowingly  falsely  swear  to  and/or  affirm  the  truth  of  any  statement  made  and/or  signed 
by  him  under  oath  or  affirmation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  perjury  and  shall,   upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,   or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  five  (5)  years, 
or  by  both  penalties,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  6.    -  This  act,  being  of  an  urgent  and  necessary  character,   shall  take  effect 
immediately  after  its  approval. 

Approved  March  27,    1950 
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SECTIONS  OF  TITLE  13,   UNITED  STATES  CODE,  APPROVED  AUGUST  31,   1954 

Collection  and  Publication:    Five-year  Periods  (131) 

The  Secretary  shall  take,   compile,   and  publish  censuses  of  manufactures,  of 

mineral  industries,   and  of  other  businesses in  the  year  1954  and  every  fifth  year 

thereafter,   and  each  such  census  shall  relate  to  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  taking 
thereof:    Provided,    That  the  censuses  of  manufactures,  of  mineral  industries,  and  of  other 
businesses,   including  the  distributive  trades  and  service  establishments,   directed  to  be 
taken  in  the  year  1954  relating  to  the  year  1953,   shall  be  taken  instead  in  the  year  1955 
relating  to  the  year  1954.     The  censuses  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  include  the  United 
States  and  its  Territories  and  such  possessions  as  the  Secretary  may  determine. 

Failure  to  Answer  Questions  Affecting  Companies,   Businesses,   Religious  Bodies,   and  Other 
Organizations:    False  Answers  (224) 

Whoever,  being  the  owner,   official,  agent,  person  in  charge,   or  assistant  to  the  person 
in  charge,  of  any  company,  business,   institution,   establishment,   religious  body,  or 
organization  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  neglects  or  refuses,  when  requested    by  the  Secretary 
or  other  authorized  officer  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  or  bureau  or  agency 
thereof,  whether  such  request  be  made  by  registered  mail,  by  telegraph,  by  visiting 
representative,   or  by  one  or  more  of  these  methods,  to  answer  completely  and  correctly 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  all  questions  relating  to    his  company,  business,   institution, 
establishment,   religious  body,   or  other  organization,   or  to  records  or  statistics  in  his 
official  custody,   contained  on  any  census  or  other  schedule  prepared  and  submitted  to  him 
under  the  authority  of  this  title,   shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  sixty  days,   or  both;  and  if  he  willfully  gives  a  false  answer  to  any  such  question,  he  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,   or  both.

PROCLAMATION

1958  Census  of  Business  and  Manufactures 

WHEREAS,  the  Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  is  fostering  a  program 
of  economic  development,   both  commercial  and  industrial,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  new 
opportunities  for  employment  and  improving  the  standard  of  living  of  our  people; 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Puerto  Rico  to  take  inventories  of  their 
commercial  and  industrial  resources  and  determine  periodically  the  levels  of  progress 
achieved  under  its  program; 

WHEREAS,  the  most  recent  information  concerning  the  Censuses  of  Business  and  Manu- 
factures,  covering  the  years  1949,   1952,   1954,  and  1956  respectively,   does  not  reflect 
current  business  and  industrial  progress,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  bring  such  information 
up  to  date  in  order  to  assess  properly  the  economic  and  social  progress  of  the  period; 

WHEREAS,  Act  No.   11,   approved  March  27,    1950,  provides  that  Censuses  of  Business 
and  Manufactures  be  taken  in  Puerto  Rico,  whenever  the  Governor  deems  that  they  are  in 
the  public  interest;  the  Act  also  requiring  that  merchants  and  manufacturers  answer   all 
questions  fully  and  faithfully  and  guaranteeing  that  the  information  supplied  will  be  accorded 
confidential  treatment  and  will  be  used  for  statistical  purposes  only; 

NOW,   THEREFORE,   I,   LUIS  MUNOZ  MARIN,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto 
Rico,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  Law  No.    1 1  of  March  27,   1950,   do  hereby 
proclaim  and  ordain  that  Censuses  of  Business  and  Manufactures  covering  the  calendar  year 
1958  be  taken  in  Puerto  Rico;  and  I  designate  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  and 
Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board  to  fulfill  the  provisions  of  the  aforementioned  Law  of  the 
present  Proclamation. 

IN  WITNESS  THEREOF,   I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  caused  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Puerto  Rico  to  be  affixed,  at  the  City 
of  San  Juan  this  12th  day  of  December,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifty-eight.
